$125,000 Cuiu'rete Structure Will He 
place Old San Gabriel River 
HridKe. 


Oeliiiile assurance uf a new all- 
cuiicrele bridge across the San Ga¬ 
briel river between Ituarle and Azusa 
comes this week from the Stale High¬ 
way Commission in the aiuiounce- 
ineiils that bids for the structure, 
which will cost in the neighborhood of 
$125,000, will be opened at Sacramen¬ 
to on Monday, August 14. 

It is probable that at least half a 
dozen big contractors will submit 
bids, according to W. W. I’atch of the 
Commission. Kach contractor bidding 
is urgeil, if he is successful in seimr- 
ing the work, to make an early stait 
on the job, as it is important that the 
west abutments at least be in before 
tiie rainy season starts. 

The proposed span svill be 1,000 feet 
below' the present bridge, at right an¬ 
gles with the stream. This makes 
possible the building of a considerably 
shorter bridge than the present wood¬ 
en bridge, which has been washed out

He In- j 
vented the uuibrella to conceal him-1 
self from Jupiter, Ida enemy, and he | 
said of It: ”I shall look like a cane- j 
phor" (basket bearer, one of the j 
Athenian maidens selected to carry | 
the basket of sacred utensils In the j 
procession of Deiueter, Bacchus and i

Disinfectants. 

Some of the principal disinfectants 
used nowadays are fonualdetiyde 
(formalin) ; carbolic acid and Its va¬ 
rious compounds; permanganate of 
potash; chlorinated lime to which 
sulphuric acid Is added; perchlor- 
Ide of mercury In water, one 
part from l.lHKi to 1(1,000 parts, dilute 
hydrochloric acid usually being added ; 
sulphuric acid, produced by burning 
sulphur; various coal tar derivatives; 
and—besides all these—heat (as, for 
example, tn boiling articles to be dis¬ 
infected), and the very Important dis¬ 
infectants of sunshine and fresh air.
